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Justin’s marathon 

35-day Wales walk 
highlights the plight of 
Motor Neurone victims

THIS Sunday 
(August 18), 

Porthcawl will be 
offering a warm 
welcome to a 
Bridgend man who 
has spent the last 35 
days walking 

around Wales to 
raise funds to fight 
Motor Neurone 
Disease (MND). 

Justin Hostettler- 
Davies’ walk has been 
inspired by the plight of 
his childhood friend, 
Gareth Hayes. 

Justin and Gareth 
went to school together, 
and played rugby as they 
grew up, but things 
changed forever in 2010, 
when Gareth was cruelly 
diagnosed with MND, at 
the age of just 36. 

Justin said: “There is 
no cure for MND at the 


moment. People do not 
get better. 

“As muscles cannot 
be used, they weaken 
and waste away and peo¬ 
ple gradually lose the 
ability to use their arms, 
legs, eat and eventually 
breathe. 

“Gareth is an amazing 
father to two young chil¬ 
dren - a husband, son, 
brother and friend. He 
won’t get to see his chil¬ 
dren grow up, go to uni¬ 
versity, or get married.” 

Justin continued: “The 
cruelty of this disease 
means people with MND 
will not experience any 
changes in their brain or 
personality. 

“Unfortunately, this 
means they are all too 
aware of what is happen¬ 
ing to them.

Maesteg Rugby Club 
hit by arson attack 

Police also probe flats fire 


MAESTEG was hit by two 
arson attacks on the same day 
this week - and one of the 
town’s best-known landmarks 
suffered serious damage. 

South Wales Police are appealing 
for information following both inci¬ 
dents. Firefighters were called to 
Maesteg Rugby Club at 5pm on 
Tuesday (August 13) when a blaze 
broke out and engulfed a large part of 
the clubhouse and the adjoining stand. 

A joint police and fire service 
examination of the scene was conduct¬ 
ed yesterday (Wednesday) and they 
confirmed that the fire was started 
deliberately. 

Police are appealing to anyone with 
information about the incident, or who 
saw anyone at the rugby ground in 
Llynfi Road on Tuesday, to come for¬ 
ward. 

Detective Constable Lee Duke of 
Bridgend CID, said: “We are treating 
this as arson and want to 
hear from anyone who 
may have information, 
or who saw anyone act¬ 
ing suspiciously in or 
near the rugby ground

THE Deputy 
Minister for

Dexter’s at Felindre 
Mill farm in Pencoed 
provides 24 childcare 
places every day of the 
summer holidays from 
8.30am to 5.30pm. This 
summer, 40 families are 
using its services. 

While at the farm, the 
children are looked after 
by qualified play work¬ 
ers and can feed the ani¬ 
mals. Felindre Mill 
began providing child¬ 


care on June 1 this year 
and employs seven peo¬ 
ple. 

The location of the 
farm means working 
parents from neighbour¬ 
ing counties in Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and the Vale 
can also use it. 

The scheme was 
kick-started with a 
£5,000 Welsh 
Government grant earli¬ 
er this year, part of 
£100,000 of funding 
given to Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council to provide out- 
of-school childcare in 
the area. 

Vaughan Gething 
said: “This is a great 
example of how the 
Welsh Government is 
helping to provide high 
quality, affordable child 
care for working fami¬ 
lies. I am delighted to 
be here to see the good 
work for myself.”

THREAT TO 
FIRE STATION 




P orthcawl’s 
proposed 
‘regeneration’ 
involves the build¬ 
ing of a seafront 
superstore and 
1,350 new homes, 
drastically increas¬ 
ing the town’s pop¬ 
ulation, but this 
seems to have gone 
unnoticed by South 
Wales Fire Service, 
who plan to close 
our fire station and 
move it to South 
Cornelly. 

As I drove along the 
road between South 
Cornelly and Porthcawl, 
following a long line of 
cars behind someone 
crawling along at 
25mph, I experienced a 
tiny amount of the frus¬ 
tration of a fireman as he 
tried to reach the new 
fire station, get kitted up 
and then return to 
Porthcawl to tackle a 
blaze in one of his 
neighbours’ homes. 


Despite claims to the 
contrary by the Fire 
Service, response times 
will inevitably be con¬ 
siderably increased and 
many here fear that 
someone could die wait¬ 
ing for a fire engine to 
negotiate one of the 
busiest holiday routes in 
Wales. 

Porthcawl has many 
elderly residents and 
most of our holidaymak¬ 
ers stay in caravans, 
which have a lifespan 
measured in minutes if a 
fire takes hold, so this 
affects everyone. 

With this in mind, 
‘Porthcawl First’, a local 
action group, has 
arranged a demonstra¬ 
tion to highlight this 
dangerous proposal; so if 
you live, holiday or 
work in Porthcawl, 
please meet outside the 
Fire Station on Eastern 
Promenade at 4pm on 
Sunday September 1.

Justin added: “As this 
disease has progressed 
over the last two years, 
Gareth has become com¬ 
pletely dependent on the 
care and attention of his 
wife and family. 

“In the last 20 years, 
there has been a lot of 
research into MND, and 
scientists from all over 
the world are trying to 
find out what causes the 
disease so they can find 
a cure. 

“The only way to find 
a cure is to increase 
awareness of this terri¬ 
ble disease and to raise 
funds to help 
researchers.” 

Justin decided to walk 
650 miles in 35 days, 
starting in north Wales 
on July 12 and finishing 
at Porthcawl on August 
18. 

Anytime he started to 
feel tired during the 
walk, he had only to 
remember the words of 
Gareth’s wife, Tracy, 
who said: “My husband 
is 38 years old and has 
Motor Neurone Disease. 

“It is terminal and has 
no cure. He has gone 
from being a very 
active, football-playing 
father of two young chil¬ 
dren to not being able to 
walk, talk, eat or speak - 
in just over two years. 

“Our children are 
aged four and 11, so dur¬ 
ing 2011, we visited 


Disneyland Paris, 
Venice, Greece, Spain 
and Las Vegas while he 
could still walk. 

“We also had our 
house extended to incor¬ 
porate a lift. 

“In May 2012 - 
against all the odds - our 
entire family went to 
Disneyworld in Orlando 
despite my husband 
being in a wheelchair 
and fed through a tube in 
his stomach. 

“Our friends and fam¬ 
ily have raised over 
£50,000 since 2010 for 


MNDA.” 

The money that Justin 
is raising will also be 
used to set up a new care 
network in and around 
Bridgend. Last week the 
total raised had passed 
£8,000, but supporters 
are very hopeful that the 
final total will pass 
£ 10 , 000 .

was recently .dismissed. 

The Mayor of 
Maesteg, Coun Ross

GEM: “I believe that 
the inspector has come 
to the correct conclu¬ 
sion in dismissing this 
appeal. 

“The development 
would have been gross¬ 
ly out-of-keeping with 
its residential surround¬ 
ings - but, more 
importantly, it would 
have had a detrimental 
effect on the privacy of 
its immediate neigh¬ 
bours, under the pro¬ 
posals to have windows 
directly overlooking 
their properties and rear 
gardens.”

Work starts on 
£470,000 ‘Wesley 
Centre’ at Tondu 


WORK began on 
Monday (August 
19) on a project to 
transform Tondu 
Methodist Church, 
Maesteg Road, into 
a community 
resource for local 
organisations and 
groups to use 
throughout the 
week. 

The £470,000 project 
will create ‘The Wesley 
Centre’, a social, cultur¬ 
al and educational hub 
for the village and sur¬ 
rounding area. 

The church is the only 
public meeting-place in 
the village, and there is 
demand, not only for its 
existing large hall, but 
for a variety of different 
meeting spaces. 

The centre will meet 
the need for a social, 
cultural and educational 
hub for a community 
that is being regenerated 
after a period of decline. 

Although located 
inside a church building, 
the centre has no reli¬ 
gious bias and will exist 
to meet the needs of 
community groups with¬ 
out prejudice to either 
secular or religious 
beliefs. 

A new floor will be 
created and this will be 
split up into storage 
space, a gallery, and four 
flexible, warm and wel¬ 
coming rooms for meet¬ 
ings, consultations and 
events. 

A meeting room will 
also be created on the 


ground floor and the 
kitchen will be enlarged 
and upgraded. A new lift 
will enable wheelchair 
users, those with limited 
mobility, and parents 
and carers with prams to 
use the rooms. 
Rooflights will also be 
fitted, meaning that the 
second floor will be lit 
with natural light. 

The building’s impor¬ 
tant architectural fea¬ 
tures will be conserved 
and people will be able 
to learn about the exten¬ 
sive industrial heritage 
of Tondu. 

The church antici¬ 
pates that the ‘Wesley 
Centre’ will be used by a 
wide range of groups, 
including Relate coun¬ 
selling service, local 
choirs, the WI, Guides 
and other uniformed 
organisations, and sup¬ 
port groups for a wide 
range of issues affecting 
people today, including 
debt and problems with 
mental health. 

Funding for the work 
is coming from several 
sources, including 
£230,000 awarded 
through the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
Community Facilities 
and Activities 

Progranune. 

The Heritage Lottery 
Fund has awarded 
£76,400 for conserva¬ 
tion work and heritage- 
related activities and 
The Veolia 

Environmental Trust 
have awarded £39,000 
through the Landfill 
Communities Fund for 


the electrical work. 
Other funding comes 
from the Garfield 
Weston Foundation, the 
James Pantyfedwen 
Foundation, the Welsh 
Church Act Fund, the 
Bridgend United Area of 
Churches and the Wales 
Synod of the Methodist 
Church. 

The project was also 
awarded £39,000 by 
BCBC’s reach rural 
development pro¬ 
gramme, through the 
rural development plan 
for Wales 2007-13, 
which is funded by the 
Welsh Government and 
the European 

Agricultural Fund for 
Rural Development. 

Professor Jeffrey 
Jones of Tondu 
Methodist Church said: 
“It is great news that this 
long hoped-for project 
will start on August 12 

.“The ‘Wesley 

Centre’ will be at the 
heart of the village and 
will offer a convenient, 
comfortable, accessible 
and welcoming place for 
all, including elderly 
and disabled people, and 
it will enhance the phys¬ 
ical and social environ¬ 
ment. 

“We hope that it will 
become a focus for both 
a growth in participation 
in community and edu¬ 
cational activities, and 
support for marginalised 
and vulnerable sections 
of our society. 

“We cannot wait to 
see it complete.” OB

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Lifeboat memorial 
highlighted by QR 
codes at Sker Point 


WALKERS at Sker 
Point can now use mod¬ 
ern technology to find 
and read about the 
Mumbles lifeboat 
tragedy of 1947. 

A memorial to the lifeboat 
crew and sailors who drowned 
- 47 in total - on that stormy 
night is located on the rocks 
below the Wales Coast Path. 
However, many people walk 
by without realising that the 
memorial is there. 

Now the ‘Hi story Points’ 
information project, with the 
help of the RNLI and 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC), has provided 
QR barcodes which are dis¬ 
played on a waymarker post 
beside the path. 

By scanning the codes, any¬ 
one with a smartphone or 
tablet device can download 
and read a concise account of 


the loss of the freighter 
Samtampa and the Mumbles 
lifeboat, including the names 
of the lifeboat crew. 

Even for those who don’t 
carry such a device, the title 
printed on the plaque may alert 
them to the fact that a memori¬ 
al exists in the vicinity. 

Rhodri Clark, editor of 
HistoryPoints.org, said: “The 
memorial at Sker Point is a 
reminder of the risks taken by 
lifeboat volunteers when peo¬ 
ple need help at sea. 

“Now modem technology 
allows people to read the story 
on their mobile screens, and 
perhaps pause for reflection, 
while they look over the spot 
where the upturned lifeboat 
was found.” 

The information is con¬ 
tained on a page on the 
HistoryPoints.org website 
which anyone can read at 
home on their personal com¬ 


puter. The page is part of the 
HistoryPoints smartphone tour 
along the entire 870-mile 
Wales Coast Path, featuring 
more than 230 locations. 

Each featured location is 
mapped, and this could help 
people find their way to the 
Sker Point memorial. 

HistoryPoints has placed 
QR codes at every lifeboat sta¬ 
tion in Wales. The idea of fea¬ 
turing the memorial came from 
Porthcawl lifeboat crew. Ian 
Stroud, volunteer press officer 
at Porthcawl RNLI, said: “The 
memorial site has been main¬ 
tained by both Porthcawl 
RNLI and Porthcawl 
Coastguard Unit for many 
years and we have held several 
memorial services at the site. 

“At low water on big tides, 
wreckage from the Samtampa 
can still be seen in the rocks in 
a SSW direction of the memo¬ 
rial. The mggedness of the 


coastline here, especially when 
storms are blowing, makes you 
realise the bravery of the 
Mumbles lifeboat crew who 
attempted to rescue the sailors 
on board the stricken 
Samtampa on that fateful 
night.” 

Anyone scanning the QR 
codes at Mumbles lifeboat sta¬ 
tion, or reading the station’s 
page on their PC, can follow a 
link to the page about the Sker 
Point memorial, and vice 
versa. This should further raise 
awareness of the memorial. 

The HistoryPoints QR codes 
at Sker Point were kindly 
installed by Bridgend County 
Borough Council, which has 
also placed HistoryPoints QR 
codes on display at the nearby 
Kenfig nature reserve to 
enable walkers to read about 
the reserve and the town 
buried by sand.

HUMAN trafficking has been 
highlighted at an awareness¬ 
raising session hosted by 
BCBC - as part of a regional 
community cohesion pro¬ 
gramme. 

Organisations, including Women’s 
Aid, Safe from Slavery, Wales and 
West Housing Association, United 
Welsh Housing Association, South 
Wales Police, South Wales Fire, 
BCBC, the Bridgend community cohe¬ 
sion group, and officers from 
Bridgend, Swansea and Neath Port 
Talbot councils, attended the event, led 
by Wales anti-human trafficking coor¬ 
dinator Stephen Chapman, and the 
Crown Prosecution Service’s Kim 
Williamson. 

The workshops form part of the 
Welsh Government’s commitment to 
supporting victims of human traffick¬ 
ing and have been designed to improve 
understanding of this growing crime. 

Opening the event, council leader 
Mel Nott, said: “I’m encouraged that 
so many local organisations are com¬ 
mitted to learning more about this ter¬ 
rible crime. I think it’s fair to say there 
is a lack of understanding about human 
trafficking so 

“I’m pleased that Welsh 
Government and the Crown 
Prosecution Service are delivering 


these important sessions and helping to 
make individuals and organisations 
feel better equipped to recognise and 
report incidents, as well as provide 
intelligence on those responsible for 
trafficking. 

“We can feel proud that the Welsh 
Government is prioritising this issue 
and committing to providing the best 
possible support to victims of human 
trafficking. 

“Human trafficking might feel like 
something that goes on in other places, 
in films or on the news. 

“In fact, it’s an issue which is all 
around us and could impact on each of 
our communities so we must pledge to 
fight a truly terrible crime together,” 
Coun Nott concluded. 

Praising Bridgend for hosting the 
session and for its turn-out, Stephen 
Chapman commented: “It is the Welsh 
Government’s aim to make Wales hos¬ 
tile to human trafficking and to provide 
the best possible support to victims 
who have been trafficked. 

“I’m very pleased to see the inspira¬ 
tional leadership from Mel Nott and 
Bridgend County Borough Council in 
raising awareness of the issue in the 
borough. 

“I’m looking forward to working 
with the council and its partners in 
combatting this heinous crime.”

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Steam returns 
to Cefn - with 
a retro fayre!

SATURDAY, 

August 17, sees the 
first Rail and Retro 
fayre organised by 
‘Y Cefn Gwyrdd’ at 
their historic head¬ 
quarters, Cefn 
Junction Signal 
Box, Cefn Cribwr. 

The ‘Rail’ aspect sees 
the upper floor of the 
signal box displaying a 
model railway layout of 
Bridgend Station, circa 
1959. 

This has been provid¬ 
ed by the Porthcawl 
Railway Club and is 
well worth seeing.

The ‘Retro’aspect 
will be a static display 
of old and vintage cars 
and other vehicles sup¬ 
plied by members of the 
Glamorgan Iron Horse 
Society, as well as an 
exhibition of railway 
and other memorabilia 
in the Cefn Junction sig¬ 
nal box itself.

All entrants will 
also snap up two 
TerraCycle points for 
each biscuit wrapper they 
collect, which they can 
redeem for one penny 
each. 

Kathryn Fox, 

Bridgend Women’s Aid’s 
Support in the 
Community Co-ordina- 
tor, said: “Everyone’s 
heard the saying ‘one 
person’s rubbish is 
another person’s treas¬ 
ure’, but this contest real¬ 
ly takes the biscuit. It’s a 
fabulous way to enjoy 
biscuits guilt-free, raise 
money for charity and 
contribute to saving the 
environment. 

“As a small, local 
charity we’re always 
looking for innovative 
ways to fundraise 
because we struggle to 
compete with the bigger 
charities. 

“We wouldn’t encour¬ 
age anyone to stop being 
healthy and start eating 


more biscuits, we’re just 
asking people to be 
mindful of what they do 
with their empty packets. 
More than 100,000 peo¬ 
ple live in the county bor¬ 
ough, so if everyone gave 
us just one biscuit wrap¬ 
per each we’d raise well 
over £2,000, which 
would be a huge boost.” 

TerraCycle, which 
transforms the biscuit 
wrappers into everyday 
items including watering 
cans, garden benches and 
waste bins, is running the 
fundraising scheme in 
partnership with 

Mcvitie’s to minimise the 
amount of waste being 
sent to landfill. 

Stephen Clarke, 
Country Manager for 
TerraCycle UK, said: 
“TerraCycle is proud to 
partner with McVitie’s 
on the Biscuit Wrapper 
Brigade which, for the 
first time, provides com¬ 
munities with the oppor¬ 
tunity to join together to 
recycle used biscuit 
wrappers which would 
otherwise end up in local 
landfill. 

“We encourage the 
people of Bridgend to 
really get behind 
Bridgend Women's Aid’s 
efforts in the Biscuit 
Wrapper Roundup 
Collection Contest to not 
only make a difference to 
the local environment but 
also to raise money for a 


worthy local charity.” 

Mrs Fox added: 
“While it’s great that 
we’ve found a quirky 
way to raise money while 
enjoying a treat, it’s 
important that we 
remember the serious 
reason we need to raise 
these funds.

Barry Town United 
in historic victory! 


BARRY TOWN 
UNITED has won a 
historic battle to 
return to the Welsh 
League. 

A legal judgement at 
Cardiff High Court said 
the Football Association 
of Wales (FAW) should 
have backed one of its 
own committee’s recom¬ 
mendations that the club 
be allowed to join the 
league’s division three. 

The Football 

Association of Wales 
said it accepted the deci¬ 
sion taken by the court. 

A spokesman con¬ 
firmed: “The association 
will be acting upon the 
recommendation made. 
A FAW council meeting 
will take place on 
Wednesday.” 

Supporters will expect 


that meeting to rubber 
stamp a return to the 
Welsh league. They will 
then be able to claim vic¬ 
tory in a campaign that 
started late last season 
when the club was with¬ 
drawn from the league by 
Stuart Lovering. 

The legal dispute was 
a ‘high sties’ victory for 
the campaign - defeat 
could have meant being 
condemned to local parks 
football. 

Local MP Alun Cairns 
said he was thrilled the 
supporters had tri¬ 
umphed. 

“Having worked 
closely with the support¬ 
ers’ committee for more 
than a year, I am truly 
delighted that they won 
the case. 

“I want to pay tribute 
to their efforts and com-

mitment. Many would 
have given up.” 

Mr Cairns said he 
believed Barry Town 
supporters had been 
treated poorly by the 
FAW but their commit¬ 
ment to the cause had 
seen them through. 

“I am personally 
aware of the hours and 
hours they have spent 
planning, organising, 
raising funds, lobbying 
and a host of other activ¬ 
ities. 

“Having come to 
know them well over 
recent times, I know the 
club is in safe hands. 

“Last October, I 
organised a meeting with 
the Welsh FA and the 


supporters’ committee 
and, at that time, we were 
desperate to get to the 
end of the season. 

“We also acknowl¬ 
edged then that a drop of 
two divisions would be 
worth it - if that gave 
them control of the club. 

“Sadly, the owner 
withdrew the club from 
the league, which meant 
we had to fight for our 
place. Last week’s victo¬ 
ry has given us that.” 

Mr Cairns said he 
believed the club had 
solid foundations for the 
future. 

“The most important 
facts now are that Barry 
Town continues and its 
future is secure in the 
hands of supporters com¬ 
mitted to the club. 

“I for one will be turn¬ 
ing up regularly to Tenner 
Park. The footballing 
campaign for promotion 
is just starting.” 

The local Assembly 
Member Jane Hutt 
praised the supporters’ 
campaign too. 

“This IS brilliant 
news! Congratulations 
to the supporters for their 
fantastic campaign which 
has saved Barry Town 
Football Club and put 
them back at the fore¬ 
front of Welsh football!” 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson, who was 
a former Barry Town 
reporter for The GEM, 


said the legal victory 
paved the way for a new 
era of Barry being repre¬ 
sented in the Welsh 
League. 

“It’s great news that 
the club won their case 
against the FAW and will 
be playing in Welsh 
League Division Three 
next season. 

“The court case was 
very tense and it could 
have gone in either direc¬ 
tion. Listening to the 
judge’s summary, it real¬ 
ly was a game of two 
halves. 

“This decision marks a 
new era in the history of 
football in Barry and, 
with Barry Town United 
taking over the organisa¬ 
tion of the Vale Football 
Academy this season, 
there can be a consistent 
approach to football 
development locally with 
the club supporting foot¬ 
ball at all levels.” 

Coun Johnson said he 
was particularly looking 
forward to clashes 
against other teams in the 
Vale. 

“There will be some 
juicy local derbies 
against Rhoose and 
Llantwit Major in the 
league next year for Vale 
football fans to look for¬ 
ward to, and Barry Town 
United certainly won’t 
have it all their own 
way.”

Local campaigners 
celebrate the 
arrival of Wales’ 
first robot surgeon 


CAMPAIGNERS at 
a local charity are 
celebrating after the 
Welsh Government 
(WG) announced 
that £2.15 million 
had been put aside 
to bring robotic sur¬ 
gery to Wales. 

Prostate Cymru 
launched the campaign in 
earnest last year at the 
Llandow National 
Eisteddfod, and after 
keeping up a high-profile 
campaign, they were 
rewarded when the WG 
allocated the cash from 
its Health Technology 
Eund. 

The first Welsh robot, 
which makes a big differ¬ 
ence to the accuracy of a 
number of procedures, 
including prostate sur¬ 
gery, will be installed in 
the University of Wales 
Hospital, Cardiff. 

Prostate Cymru grew 
out of another prostate 
charity, GLAZE, which 
was founded by Ray and 
Lyn Murray, from 
Cowbridge, and Andy 
Thomas, consultant in 
urology at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, 

Bridgend. 

Sadly, Ray Murray 
died in June, and failed to 
see the charity achieve its

aim. Angharad Jones, a 
spokeswoman for 

Prostate Cymru, said: 
“Earlier this month, as 
part of our campaigning, 
we presented a petition 
of over 2,000 signatures 
to the Petitions 
Committee of the Welsh 
Assembly. 

“As a charity we have 
worked tirelessly to bring 
a robotic unit to Wales - 
after all, there are over 40 
in England. 

“However, this suc¬ 
cess is tinged with sad¬ 
ness as our founder, Ray 
Murray, who worked 
tirelessly for this cause, 
did not live to see this 
moment. 

“We know, however, 
that this campaign was 
successful because of his 
irrepressible nature, his 
charm and his can-do 
attitude.

Kenfig Hill Cadets 
in the dog house! 


CADETS from 
2117 (Kenfig Hill) 
Squadron recently 
visited the mount¬ 
ed police and dogs 
section at the police 
headquarters in 
Bridgend. 

On arrival, the cadets 
were met by Officer 
Rick Lewis and taken to 
see some of the police 
horses. Sully was the 
heaviest horse of six on 
site, weighing near 850 
kilos. 

When the mounted 
police require a new 
police horse, they look 
at advertisements in 
local newspapers or on 
the internet. Their crite¬ 
ria for finding a suitable 
candidate are that the 
horse must be four to 
six years old, have a 
suitable height, size and 
have a good attitude and 
temperament. 

The training period 
for each individual 
horse is approximately 
16 weeks. There are six 
full time mounted 
police officers, who are 
supported by a number 
of reserve officers. 

After the cadets had 
finished bombarding 
Officer Lewis with 
questions and queries, 
they moved on to meet 
the police dogs. At the 
kennels, there can be at 
any one time up to 62 
police dogs. In total 
there are 46 handlers 
and each handler is 
required to work with a 
minimum of two dogs. 

Three breeds of dog 
are trained on the site; 
German Shepherd dogs 
are used for general 
purpose; Labradors are 
used as search dogs; 
and spaniels are used as 
drug, explosive and 
money detecting dogs. 

Each breed of dog 
has to be trained in a 
certain way to suit the 
jobs they will be given 
so the time taken for 
training varies. 

The training for 
search dogs takes 
around six weeks, train¬ 
ing for a general pur¬ 
pose dog takes around 
13 weeks. The dogs can 
only work for a limited 
period of time. 

General purpose dogs 


can work until they are 
seven years old and 
search dogs can work 
until they are 10 years 
old. 

The cadets thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed the visit and 
were very eager to com¬ 
plete work experience at 


the mounted police and 
dog site in the near 
future. 

The visit was 
arranged by Sgt (ATC) 
K Gould and the report 
of the visit was written 
by Cadet Sergeant 
Jordan Norris. Sgt 


Gould has arranged for 
a slate plaque to be pre¬ 
sented at a later date to 
the section to commem¬ 
orate their visit.

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Planning a new 
school musical 

- HOW DO YOU DO IT?

RECENTLY, The GEM 
asked a pupil at 
Porthcawl 
Comprehensive, Anna 
Bonet, to take a behind 
the scenes look at how a 
school puts together its 
annual show. 

The school has a 
great reputation for its 
drama, so Anna’s brief 
was to find out how it 
maintains its position, 
and to look at the practi¬ 
cal and financial prob¬ 
lems involved in plan¬ 
ning a show. 

This is her report: 

MONTHS of hard 
work, commitment 
and organisation pre¬ 
cede Porthcawl 
Comprehensive’s 
annual school produc¬ 
tion - always a highly- 
anticipated musical, 
staged each February 
in The Grand Pavilion, 
Porthcawl. 

Since the first pro¬ 
duction of Oliver in 
1979, Porthcawl Comp 
has built up a reputation 
for outstanding young 
talent. 

The school’s most 
recent show, Tim Rice 
and Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s rock opera 
Jesus Christ Superstar, 
proved thoroughly 
enjoyable through its 
extremely modern and 
unconventional take on 
the Gospel accounts of 
Jesus’ life. 

One of the school’s 
most renowned shows 
was the more classic 
Les Miserables in 2011, 
receiving a well- 
deserved standing ova¬ 
tion every night. 

Being the former 
school to both Ruth 
Jones, star of Stella, 
and actor and comedian 
Rob Brydon, the current 
pupils prepare for each 
show in an inspiring 
atmosphere. 

The efforts begin as 
early as September, with 
auditions and casting 
taking place, then swift¬ 
ly followed by regular 
rehearsals. 

When it comes to 
putting on a school 
show, there’s a huge 
amount to consider 
other than just the per¬ 
formance, from set and 
costume, to the techni¬ 
calities of the light and 
sound. 

Without the dedica¬ 
tion of all those 
involved, it would not 
be possible to be exe¬ 
cuted with such a skill; 
a skill like no other. 

Mr Joe Smith of the 
drama department 
spoke to me about what 
goes into staging a 
school show. 

Q. How do you go 
about choosing a school 
show? 

A: It’s a very compli¬ 
cated process. It’s 
important to think about 
the casting, so for 
example we could only 
do a show that has 
many male main parts 
on a year where we feel 


there are enough boys 
to fill them. 

We always keep the 
pupils in mind, as they 
vary each year. We also 
have to think about 
what local theatre 
groups have put on 
recently, as we couldn’t 
do a show that had been 
done in the same venue 
a few months back, as 
the public are not as 
likely to buy tickets. 

Although we run the 
shows on a not-for-prof¬ 
it basis, money is an 
important aspect when 
choosing, in terms of 
costs. We wouldn’t be 
able to put on a produc¬ 
tion that requires a huge 
amount being spent on 
costumes or sets. 

Q: How important is 
the popularity of the 
show? 

A: It depends. It’s not 
just about how popular 
it is with the public, it’s 
about whether or not the 
kids will have an inter¬ 
est in it. 

Often, if it is one that 
is very popular, more 
will be encouraged to 


get involved, which is 
great. But we are will¬ 
ing to take risks, and if 
we know it will be 
exciting for the pupils, 
it doesn’t matter about 
its popularity, as the 
tickets will sell them¬ 
selves. 

Q: Is there an aspect 
that you focus on the 
most, such as the acting 
or the music? 

A: The aspect we 
focus on the most is the 
kids. We like to make 
sure that they are get¬ 
ting as much out of it as 
possible, that not only 
are they being a part of 
something enjoyable, 
but they are actually 
learning something at 
the same time. 

Q: How do you go 
about the set and the 
costumes? Do you fit 
what you have to each 
show or buy it new each 
year? 

A: We reuse and 
recycle what have 
already where we can. 
We are lucky to have 
support from the 
Technology department 


in school; DT and Art 
will help build and 
design the set that we 
need, as well as Textiles 
helping with costumes. 

However, if there is 
something specific to 
the show that we feel is 
very important and we 
can’t make use of our 
resources, then we’ll 
then go ahead and buy 
it. 

Q: The show is 
always very close to the 
January exams, how do 
you deal with this? 

A: It’s always a diffi¬ 
cult period, but not 
unmanageable. We deal 
with it through a lot of 
communication, just by 
knowing when and who 
might miss rehearsals. 

The exams are very 
important, but it is 
about having a balance 
and providing pupils 
with ways of furthering 
their education. 

Q: How often do you 
have pupils being suc¬ 
cessful whereby they go 
on to drama schools? 

A: Out of all those 
involved, it’s only a 
small fraction that go on 
to study it. But the 
school shows aren’t just 
about how many it will 
make into professionals, 
it’s about having some¬ 
thing that everyone can 
get involved with and 
be excited by, whether 
they will turn out to be 
the next big actors or 
not. 

Q: Do you have any 
ideas for next year’s 
show? 

A: Yes we do, and 
it’s being announced 
soon - so watch this 
space! 

GEM NOTE: Shortly 
after this interview was 
conducted, the school 
announced that it will be 
performing Guys and 
Dolls, from January 29 
to Eebruary 1, in the 
Grand Pavilion. 


Family support scheme

munities who sent 
men to war without 
suffering a casualty. 

World War I took a 
dreadful toll on life and 
only 51 villages qualify 
for the description, while 
14 villages are ‘doubly 
Thankful’, having also 
welcomed all their men 
safely back from World 
War Two. 

Colwinston sent 23 
men to World War I and 
proudly displays a 
plaque in the church 
porch listing their 
names. Many people 
pass it without appreci¬ 
ating its unique signifi¬ 
cance. 

Unfortunately, four 
local men did not return 
from World War Two. 

The seeds of a unique

Vale brothers are 
cleared on 11 waste 
dumping charges 


AT Cardiff Crown Court, 
two brothers have been 
cleared of illegally dump¬ 
ing waste on a farm in the 
Vale. 

Natural Resources Wales 
brought the prosecution against 
Mr Nigel England, 50, of Pwll-y- 
Darren Earm, Welsh St Donats, 
and Mr Phillip England, 61, of 
New Road, Pencoed. 

They were found not guilty of 
11 charges. The jury could not 
reach a verdict on a remaining 


charge against their Siteserv 
waste management firm. 

The prosecution had claimed 
that illegal material had been 
deposited in a field at Pwll-y- 
Darren Earm, Welsh St Donats.. 

The brothers argued that the 
field had been legally filled in 
with inert subsoil from a 
Cowbridge flood alleviation 
scheme and from their own 
quarrying operation, for which 
they had permission. 

The prosecution has 14 days 
to decide whether to pursue the 


outstanding charge against 
Llandow-based Siteserv, which 
employs about 200 people. 

A spokesperson from Natural 
Resources Wales said: “We have 
a duty to investigate possible 
illegal waste activities and pros¬ 
ecute where we believe an 
offence has been committed. 

“Waste crime can harm the 
environment, impact on local 
communities and undermine 
legitimate business, so we will 
take action where appropriate.”

The scammers 
are often very convincing 
and hold the consumer’s 
personal details, which 
adds to the authenticity 
of the call. 

“The consumer is told 
it is quite simple to 
arrange this refund. All 
they need do is buy a 
Ukash Voucher for sever¬ 
al hundred pounds to 
cover an administration 
fee so the company can 
process the refund. 

“Ukash is a legitimate 
pre-paid electronic cash 
service which allows 
users to purchase money

online after obtaining a 
code from the company.” 

After handing over the 
Ukash code to the scam¬ 
mers, the consumer is 
advised that a representa¬ 
tive will visit their home 
shortly with a cash pay¬ 
ment from the PPI 
refund. 

“Of course, this never 
happens and once the 
code is disclosed to the 
scammers the money is 
cashed online”, said Vale 
council’s principal trad¬ 
ing standards officer 
Christina Roberts- 
Kinsey. 

“We warn consumers 
never to divulge personal 
information to unknown 
callers.

Tattooists and 
parents warned 


PARENTS and tat¬ 
tooists are being 
warned about the 
law surrounding 
tattoos and chil¬ 
dren. 

“Under the Tattooing 
of Minors Act 1969 it is 
a criminal offence to tat¬ 
too a child under the age 
of 18. Any tattoo artist, 
licensed or otherwise, 
found tattooing a child 
under the legal age could 
face criminal charges, 
and parents who give 
their consent, could also 
face criminal prosecu¬ 
tion,” said Marc Adams 
Jones, environmental 
health officer at the Vale 


Council. “Over the past 
few months, we have 
become aware of an 
increase in the number 
of home tattooists prac¬ 
tising their art without 
being registered as tattoo 
studios and plying their 
trade on youngsters 
under the age of 18. 

“The youngsters have 
been targeted whilst in 
school and we have 
received information 
relating to a number of 
14 and 15-year-old 
females being tattooed 
unsupervised, in unhy¬ 
gienic conditions, in 
bedrooms and kitchens 
of domestic properties.”

FRACKING: 

‘Wales is following 
Westminster’s lead’ 

- Friends of the Earth 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
refuted claims by 
Friends of the 
Earth Cymru that 
it has “turned down 
the opportunity to 
protect communi¬ 
ties from the threat 
of fracking, and 
will instead follow 
the pro-fracking 
lead from 

Westminster”. 

FoE said this week 
that Minister for 
Planning Carl Sargeant 
AM could introduce 
stricter planning controls 
on drilling for shale gas, 
but in a letter stated he 
would only act to protect 
communities in Wales if 
legislation is changed to 
do so in England. 

“Fracking can pollute 
groundwater, has 

already caused earth¬ 
quakes in England, and 
can potentially have 
even higher climate 
emissions than coal,” 
said Gareth Clubb, 
director of FoE Cymru. 

“Communities right 
across Wales are crying 
out for the Welsh 
Government to stand up 
and do something to pro¬ 
tect them from fracking. 
Instead it’s decided to 
wait for changes to be 
made in England - if 
they happen at all. 

“This makes a mock¬ 
ery of devolution. 
Instead of considering 
the particular circum¬ 
stances in Wales and 
protecting Welsh com¬ 
munities, our 

Government is hanging 
on the coat-tails of the 


most pro-fracking gov¬ 
ernment in Europe. 

“Devolution means 
we can follow a path that 
best serves the people of 
Wales. With areas in 
Swansea, Bridgend, 
Neath, Rhondda, 

Wrexham and Newport 
already licensed for 
fracking, the Welsh 
Government must be 
prepared to listen to 
communities here, and 
not just wait for the 
politicians in 

Westminster to decide. 

“There’s plenty of 
expert evidence that 
fracking won’t lead to 
cheaper fuel bills, but it 
will keep us hooked on 
dirty fuels and destroy 
any chance of tackling 
our climate change 
emissions. 

“Wales has some of 
the best renewable ener¬ 
gy resources on the plan¬ 
et - instead of this obses¬ 
sion with digging up our 
towns and countryside 
for every last drop of 
fossil fuel, we should get 
on with the job of being 
at the forefront of a clean 
industrial revolution.” 

ASSEMBLY 

RESPONSE 

However, a Welsh 
Government spokesper¬ 
son said: “Friends of the 
Earth are absolutely 
wrong in their assertion. 
We take decisions based 
upon the best interests 
of the people of Wales 
and in doing so we take 
account of the issues 
which will affect local 
communities in Wales. 

“However as Friends 
of the Earth know, the 
process of granting UK 


exploration licences, 
well consents and field 
development consents 
for shale gas is a matter 
for the UK Government. 

“Any operator pro¬ 
posing to either explore 
or extract shale gas in 
Wales will also have to 
obtain the necessary 
planning permission 
from the local planning 
authority. 

“Given the challenges 
of energy security and 
supply, we understand 
there is a need to look at 
the potential of this type 
of energy resource. 
However, there is also a 
need to fully consider 
all the evidence relating 
to both the exploration 
and potential commer¬ 
cial development of 
shale gas, and particu¬ 
larly any impacts on 
communities and the 
environment. 

“We will continue to 
engage with the UK 
Government and the 
regulators to ensure a 
robust evidence-based 
policy framework is in 
place for unconvention¬ 
al gas in the UK.”

THE DRAGON AT 
MAMETZ WOOD

AT about 8.30am 
on Friday July 7 
1916, the Cardiff 
City and 1st and 
2nd Gwent battal¬ 
ions attacked the 
eastern face of 
Mametz Wood. 

The wood was held 
by one of the best units 
in the Imperial German 
army and a smoke¬ 
screen, intended to 
screen the attackers from 
machinegun fire from 
Flatiron Copse, in what 
was to become known as 
‘Death Valley’, failed to 
materialise. 

As a result, the attack 
failed, with heavy casu¬ 
alties, none of our troops 
getting to within two 
hundred yards of the 
wood. 

Among those who 
died, were Capt J L 
Williams of the Welsh 
Regiment who captained 
the Welsh rugby side and 
played for the British 
Lions, Lieut Pryce- 
Hamer of the South 
Wales Borderers, a 
Welsh soccer interna¬ 
tional, and Lieuts Arthur 
and Leonard Tregaskis, 
who had emigrated to 
Canada, but returned 
when war broke out. 

Their first attack had 
failed. Between 4am and 
4.30am on Monday July 
10, two Battalions from 
north Wales, the 
Swansea Pals and the 
2nd Rhondda, made a 
second attack against the 
south face of the Wood. 

Col Carden of the 
16th Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers led an 
impromptu service and 
said: “Boys, make your 
peace with God. We are 
going to take that posi¬ 
tion and some of us 
won’t come back. But 
we are going to take it.” 

Then he tied a hand¬ 
kerchief to his walking 
stick saying: “This will 
show you where I am,” 
and led the battalion for¬ 
ward. 

He was hit twice and 
then killed, as his men 
broke into the German 
positions. 

For the rest of the day, 
the Welsh troops fought 
their way slowly for¬ 
ward through Mametz 
Wood. By nightfall, it 
was in their hands. 


Capturing the wood cost 
the Division 602 killed, 
585 missing (many of 
whom would also be 
dead) and 2,816 wound¬ 
ed, about one-third of 
their infantry strength. 

In 1985, a committee 
of the south Wales 
branch of the Western 
Front Association, 
decided to build a 
memorial at Mametz 
Wood. A sub-committee 
raised the necessary 
funds and commissioned 
David Peterson to make 
a statue of a dragon. 

The memorial, which 
carries the inscription 
‘ Parchwn eu hymdre- 
chion parhaed ein hat- 
gofion’ (We revere their 
endeavours. May we 
continue to remember), 
was dedicated on the 
71st anniversary of the 
battle and the 25th 
anniversary of the dedi¬ 
cation was marked by a 
service last year. 

The south Wales 
branch are still responsi¬ 
ble for maintaining the 
memorial and have 
recently launched an 


appeal to have the 
Dragon repainted and 
the plinth and site refur¬ 
bished for the centenary 
of the capture of 
Mametz Wood in 2016. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government has made a 
generous donation, but 
more money is still 
needed. 

To help the appeal. 
Cor Meibion de Cymru 
have arranged a concert 
on Saturday, September 
21, in the Royal Welsh 
College of Drama.

Y OU could 

count on the 
fingers of a 
one-handed man 
the amount of times 
Johnny Depp has 
played a straight 
role, the actor 
seemingly pre-occu- 
pied with charting 
the weird and the 
wonderful through 
the likes of Willy 
Wonka, Edward 
Scissorhands, and, 
of course. Captain 
Jack Sparrow, 
something that 
audiences are, even 
now, still lapping 
up. 

With this in mind, 
Depp’s latest film sees 
him star as Tonto in The 
Lone Ranger, where 
Armie Hammer plays 
the titular character, 
who, returned from the 
dead (thanks to Tonto), 
becomes a masked vigi¬ 
lante, chasing down 
Butch Cavendish 
(William Fichtner); but 
Cavendish’s misdeeds 
are the smaller part of a 
larger plan that the pair 
will need to foil... 

For any producer, 
director or actor to 
attempt a popcorn 
Western, there are three 
words that will put a 


chill in your boots and 
blow your stetson clean 
off - Wild Wild West. 

The Will Smith-star- 
ring misfire may be 14 
years old, but is still 
spoken of in hushed 
tones; so when Gore 
Verbinski (director of 
the first three Pirates of 
the Caribbean films) 
reteams with Johnny 
Depp to have a crack, 
surely this pair who, 
together and separately, 
have made cinema box 
offices overfill, can’t go 
wrong? 

Well, if you believe 
the American box office 
and many critics, the 
pair have made a mis¬ 
step so severe that noth¬ 
ing can save it from 
total ignominy.

The same can be said 
for Hammer: under¬ 
neath his matinee looks, 
lies an actor of real 
resolve and he gives the 
title character a gritty 
determination and pur¬ 
pose - but with that an 
ability to play the come¬ 
dy to perfection. 

Sharing a wonderful 
double act with Depp, 
he is half of a superb 
pairing. 

The rest of the cast - 
from villainous William 
Fichtner and love inter¬ 
est Ruth Wilson to Tom 
Wilkinson’s shady rail 
man - all play their 
parts well, but with the 
focus on the lead pair, 
they don’t get much 
more to do than deliver 
solidly entertaining per¬ 
formances. 

Gore Verbinski cer¬ 
tainly knows his way 
around a blockbuster 
and he gives The Lone 
Ranger a wonderful 
sense of spectacle, tak¬ 
ing the generic elements 
of the western and giv¬ 
ing them a bit of an 
edge. His ability to 
marry action spectacle 
and humour plays 
incredibly well. 

The care and atten¬ 
tion the set-pieces have 
been given is, at times, 
truly breathtaking; in 


particular, a grandstand¬ 
ing climax that is easily 
one of the best 
sequences offered up 
this summer in terms of 
invention and execu¬ 
tion. 

Certainly, the story 
stretches a familiar con¬ 
ceit to almost breaking 
point (it seems narrative 
is still Verbinski’s 
Achilles heel) while the 
film is definitely about 
30 minutes too long, but 
if you can overlook 
these slightly indulgent 
aspects, you’ll find 
plenty to enjoy about 
The Lone Ranger, a film 
most undeserving of the 
critical brickbats aimed 
at it. 

VERDICT: A per 
feet summer thrill ride, 
with spectacle, humour 
and an enjoyable sense 
of zest and zeal.

sessions with spinning 
wheels has, over the 
past few years, encour¬ 
aged a number of peo¬ 
ple to take up spinning 
and is helping to keep 
the craft very much in 
the present, rather than 
a skill associated with 
the past.” 

Prof Fox added: “It is 
amazing how much 
people enjoyed the 
chance to try their hand 
at some of the skills for 
which Wales is famous 
throughout the world. 

“A number of new 
spinners have taken up 
the craft since visiting 
the Guild at the show, 
and we have remained 
in touch. 

“So, like other mem¬ 
bers of the agricultural 
community, it will be 
nice to meet up at the 
show and see how they 
have been getting on”. 

The Guild will also 
be showcasing weaving. 
People will be able to 
see examples of work 
showing the different 
types and styles that are 
used and how the weav¬ 


ing is designed and 
made in response to the 
fibre that is used for 
each project. 

There will also be the 
chance to try your hand 
with basic peg looms, 
which are versatile and 
great fun for all ages 
and skill levels. 

Prof Fox concluded: 
“It is always a great 
day. The shearer will be 
joining us again and 
people will be able to 
see how the national 
wool crop is gathered;

the sheep ready to send 
the wool away.”

I AM often ques¬ 
tioned as to how 
many full time staff 
work directly for 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan Show.

before this army of vol¬ 
unteers annually is to 
present a highly organ¬ 
ised agricultural show, 
attracting over 200 trade 
stands and crowds in 
the region of 20,000 to 
25,000 people - hope¬ 
fully, in a manner in 
which visitors can enjoy 
a safe day out, whilst 
viewing at close range 
the cattle, sheep and 
horses on display - 
which represent the 
very best of what the 
Vale of Glamorgan can 
offer. 

Weeks of work and 
planning go into arrang¬ 
ing the show field, from 
what is basically a 
green field site, into a 
large, one-day shopfront 
for farmers and the rural 
community to meet 
many town folk from 
the Vale and surround¬ 
ing areas. 

There is no computer 
imaging or sophistica¬ 
tion used, but bodies on 
the end of tape meas¬ 
ures using datum points 
such as water troughs 
and gateways in the 
perimeter of the field. 

Our committee and 
volunteers are so dedi¬ 
cated to the event that 
many of them turn up 
annually and they know 
their own tasks that lie 
ahead of them. 

One of the major 
tasks is to erect some¬ 
where in the region of 
one mile of security 
fencing around the 
show field, and with the 
work force in place, this 
can be achieved usually 
within 3-4 hours. 

Similarly, the volun¬ 
teers are back there by 
Sam on the Thursday 
after the show, prepared 


for a long day’s graft 
clearing the site follow¬ 
ing the event. 

Litter picking is car¬ 
ried out by hand across 
the whole of the 65-acre 
site! 

I admit that some of 
the rules, regulations 
and health and safety 
requirements, which 
need to be complied 
with to run such a large 
event, are becoming 
beyond the scope of the 
average volunteer; and 
it is grossly unfair that 
such individual volun¬ 
teers could face the 
threat of prosecution if 
there was a major inci¬ 
dent that went badly 
wrong. 

To this end, the show 
committee are constant¬ 
ly reviewing all aspects 
of health and safety, and 
policies are put in place 
to deal with any major 
threat of incident at the 
show field. 

Whilst some of this 
work is now handled by 
professionals and semi¬ 
professionals, the future 
success of the show still 
depends (and will 
always depend) on its 
army of volunteers - 
and long may they con¬ 
tinue.

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

It’s no fun 
being a 
drone, once 
your task 
is done! 


T hanks to 

the settled 
conditions of 
late, the bees are 
getting out and 
about, and carry¬ 
ing out their polli¬ 
nating services, in 
exchange for which 
their reward is nec¬ 
tar for the taking. 

Colonies have 
expanded and conse¬ 
quently swarmed, this is 
not always to the bee¬ 
keeper’s liking, but it is 
a part of the bee’s life 
cycle. 

‘Call out’ to swarms 
has risen, which has 
benefited several of this 
year’s beginners, and I 
have used a couple to 
restock my own apiary. 

The swarming 
impulse does not affect 
every colony every year; 
some may not swarm 
for two years or more. 

Many colonies make 
preparations to swarm, 
but then abandon the 
idea; very often it is the 
prevailing weather con¬ 
ditions that are the 
deciding factor. 

Who decides within 
the bee colony that it is 
time for some to leave 
and some to stay? We 
don’t really know. 

An alert beekeeper 
can spot indicators and 
take steps to try to con¬ 
trol the outcome in 
his/her favour, but we 
do not succeed every 
time. 

When the swarm does 
emerge, it is the old 
queen that leaves and 
she takes a good cross 
section of the bees with¬ 
in the colony with her. 

Prior to this emer¬ 
gence, the queen will 
have stopped laying 
eggs and she will have 
been fed less so as to 
slim her down and make 
her lighter and ready for 
flight. 

The departing bees 
will consume honey 
before they go, to 
enable them to exist out¬ 
side an established hive, 
and to sustain them 
while they set about 
making new honeycomb 
in their chosen spot. 

What of those left 
behind? 

Well, a new queen 
will emerge, as the 
swarming bees have left 
behind the wherewithal 
for that to occur. 

This new queen def¬ 
initely has a headstart, 
she is in an established 
hive that has provisions 
and ‘ready to use’ hon¬ 
eycomb plus bees, of 
course. 

This lady is not yet 
ready to take up her 
duties i.e. egg laying, so 


if her colony is to sur¬ 
vive she must be mated; 
she can, of course, lay 
eggs, but any eggs pro¬ 
duced prior to her mat¬ 
ing will produce drones 
{male bees) and as it is 
the ladies who do all the 
work within the hive, 
and do all of the forag¬ 
ing outside of the hive, 
the laying of eggs to 
produce these worker 
bees is a must. 

The drone can only 
be described as a flying 
sperm bank, this is his 
only contribution to any 
colony, his sole purpose 
in life is to inseminate a 
virgin queen. 

This mating is done 
on the wing (flying) and 
the queen will mate with 
up to 20 drones and then 
return to the same hive 
that she came from. 

Not so for the drone, 
once he has injected his 
sperm into the queen, 
she will literally tear 
herself free of him and 
in so doing rips the gen¬ 
itals out of him and he 
drops to the ground 
mortally wounded. Job 
done. 

Our mated queen is 
now ensconced and giv¬ 
ing off a pheromone 
(chemical signal) that 
lets the other ladies of 
the hive know she is 
there and ready for duty. 

Another couple of 
weeks may pass before 
she starts to lay. 

She will not leave the 
hive again until she in 
her turn leads out a 
swarm in two to three 
years time. 

Last year two of my 
hives swarmed and new 
queens were produced; 
however, due to the bad 
weather at the time, 
these queens could not 
get out and, therefore, 
did not get mated - 
resulting in queens pro¬ 
ducing only males: no 
workers, no colony. 

The beekeeping year 
is drawing to a close: 
very shortly the drones 
that did not get to mate 
with queens will be 
expelled from the hive 
and will, of course, die. 

They have no use in 
the winter and come 
next spring new ones 
will t^e their place. 

Let us hope for a bet¬ 
ter survival rate for the 
winter to come - the 
beekeeper will do all he 
or she can to ensure this 
does occur. 

Varroa control will be 
undertaken as a further 
step to aid survival.

Fears over housing 
at Weycock Cross 


‘Still no lanes to 
make cycling safe’ 


1 READ again with dismay 
about the latest attempt by 
a building developer to 
build a housing estate at 
Weycock Cross, Barry. 

Sadly this appears to be the latest 
developer to ‘test the water’ in their 
desire to build 200 houses at Weycock 
Cross. 

Some may argue the houses are 
needed together with employment 
opportunities which would be created. 
However, there are many other rea¬ 
sons why this proposal should not be 
allowed. 

It is evident it is against planning 
policy of the local authority. It cannot 
be denied the site remains outside the 
development boundary. 

Equally, the land has been used for 
agricultural purposes not residential 
development. 

No doubt the developer will seek to 
capitalise on alleged lack of housing 
supply due to the delay of the new 
development plan. 

However, the local authority will 
no doubt deal with such an issue and 
therefore it is clear the planning appli¬ 


cation is premature. 

One would hope the local authority 
would defend its position, but ulti¬ 
mately this would potentially be at the 
expense of the council taxpayer in 
terms of legal costs. 

Surely there are far more suitable 
sites to build rather than the green- 
fields as suggested. Again this is 
against planning policy. It is concern¬ 
ing an additional 500 houses could 
also follow in close proximity to 
Weycock Cross if planning precedent 
was set. 

How would Port Road cope? 

Many commuters will already have 
witnessed disruption on Port Road 
itself. How would tourism in the Vale 
be encouraged, or Cardiff Airport be 
promoted? The road infrastructure is 
clearly inadequate. 

The public consultation period for 
planning permission has commenced 
and will end on August 27. 

It is important to write or email the 
council planning department to out¬ 
line any objections, quoting reference 
2013/00701/out.

The 
rear doors and boot can 
be opened or closed by 
pressing the appropriate 
button on the keyfob or 
by the front occupants, 
who can push the roof-

mounted switches as you 
can see in the videos at 
testdrives.biz. 

The rear passengers 
aren’t forgotten either, 
because there is a button 
close to the inside of each 
door to use if desired. 
The doors also automati¬ 
cally slide open when the 
external handle is pulled. 

These rear doors are 
especially user-friendly 
when children’s car seats 
need fitting because there 
is so much space. 

Traditional car doors 
that open outwards often 
pose a problem when 
they cannot be fully 
opened, for instance 
where there’s another car 
parked next to you in a 
car park. 

The third row of seats, 
which accommodate 
three passengers, is easi¬ 
ly lifted at t& click of a 
button in the boot. This 
rises or falls with ease 
and when stowed, the 
boot is simply enormous. 

My wife likes the fact 
that there is a space 
between the two seats in 
the second row, giving 


passengers plenty of 
room and allowing for 
long items to be easily 
stored. 

As a treat, my eldest 
daughter is allowed to 
watch a DVD and head¬ 
phones are stored in a 
useful overhead compart¬ 
ment. 

This large vehicle is 
famed for its regular 
appearance in BBCl’s 
The Apprentice, where it 
ferries hapless candidates 
to Lord Sugar’s various 
challenges. It’s an ideal 
vehicle for such activities 
because there is plenty of 
room inside, making it 
perhaps more user- 
friendly than the slightly 
cheaper but more tradi¬ 
tional black cab taxi. 

With its brilliant black 
finish, chrome grille, 
door mirrors and handles, 
the Grand Voyager cuts a 
dashing figure, com¬ 
manding many a second 
glance from admiring 
motorists. 

I like the captain’s 
style seats, which incor¬ 
porate fold down arm¬ 
rests in the front and in 


the second row. The driv¬ 
ing position is excellent 
and it’s a responsive 
vehicle considering its 
size, although the brakes 
are not as responsive as I 
might wish on some 
occasions. 

The 2.8-litre diesel 
engine is a little rough 
around the edges and can 
be heard from inside the 
cabin but for me this just 
adds to the sense that it is 
a van and that’s quite 
appealing. 

It’s perhaps what the 
A-team might have 
moved up to if they ever 
became more sophisticat¬ 
ed. 

The six-speed auto 
box is guilty of being a 
little indecisive at times, 
usually when travelling 
at low speed up a hill and 
second gear might do the 
job just as well as third at 
around 25 to 30mph. 

Despite its size it has 
the power to safely over¬ 
take vehicles at speed 
along Wiltshire’s B- 
roads. 

Overall the Chrysler 
Grand Voyager is 
unequalled in terms of 
luxury and capability. We 
travel around 300 miles 
on under half a tank. A 
hard vehicle for the fam¬ 
ily to return.

Deaf golfers tee off at 
the Vale Golf Resort 


DEAF and hard of hearing players have 
taken up golf thanks to a new initiative by 
Golf Development Wales and the Vale 
Golf Resort and Spa, which is set to be 
rolled out across Wales. 

The scheme has attracted over 14 beginners to 
coaching at the club, while they also hosted the 
Deaf Four Nations Cup, with more than 40 play¬ 
ers from around the UK competing and staying 
at the resort. 

It is the first of a planned 20 inclusive golf 
hubs around Wales by 2015, providing quality 
sessions to disabled people within their commu¬ 
nities. This is part of the New Golf Development 
Community Strategy supported by Sport Wales 
and Disability Sport Wales. 

Golf Development Wales recently achieved the 
Disability Sport Wales Insport Ribbon Award, 
one of the first in Wales, and are working 
towards bronze standards. 

“The insport programme is a four stage award 
programme, designed to provide more opportu¬ 
nities for disabled people in sport, in terms of 
participation, coaching, volunteering, ofhciating 
and employment opportunities,” said golf devel¬ 
opment Wales officer Zoe Thacker. “When we 
originally set up this programme we had no idea 
the huge impact that it would have. 

“The aim was to set up a beginner golf devel¬ 
opment programme for deaf and hard of hearing
